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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the antenna structure in Patin et al. is shaped to 
correspond to the patterns of current flow in the conduction surfaces which define the edges. Microstrip patch radiators radiate from the 
edges to the ground plane. A slot is formed of the electric field between the two conductors defining the patch and ground plane. Patin et 
al. Is a good example of a patch structure where the edges 18 radiate and no significant current exists in the center region of a solid patch 
the size or perimeter of the edges 18. Therefore, the center region of the patch defining the edges may be "hollowed-out" or may adapt 
for inner patches having radiating edges 20. 24 defining a multiband radiating patch structure as defined in the claims. The shaping of the 
edges provide for the current flow as claimed. Further regarding Claim 39. there are non-interacting edges in the Patin et al. strucutre. 
particularly those that face each other, located about halfway between the dimension "L1". This claim language reads on such structure 
shown in Fig. 2(c) of Patin et al. The edges that face each other.i.e., those that do not align with the substrate edges 12, are the non- 
interacting edges claimed here. Thus, the rejection stands. 
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
